Rule  59. 

All  APPLICxA.TIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  Noi'th  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bi-idge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
■way.  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  wliere  the  ajiplication  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  Britlsh  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.

A BY-LAW 

for  Correcting  find  Jtevi.sing  the  Voters’  Li.st. 


rpHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
J-  City  of  Victoria  enacts  as  follows  : — 

Sec.  1.  On  Friday,  the  14th  day  of  December,  A.  D. 
1894,  at  the  City  Hall,  Victoria,  at  the  hour  of  10 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  so  on  thereafter  by  adjourn- 
ments, if  any,  which  said  adjournments  may  be  made 
whether  a quorum  of  the  Council  is  present  or  not 
until  completed,  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  said 
Corporation  shall  sit  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and 
determining  all  complaints  in  respect  of  the  Voters’ 
List  of  the  Municipality  for  the  annual  municipal 
election  to  be  held  in  the  mouth  of  January,  1895,  and 
for  any  subsequent  election  for  a member  or  members 
of  the  Council  during  that  year,  of  which  complaint 
or  complaints,  notice  in  writing  specifying  the  nature 
and  grounds  thereof,  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the 
City  Clerk,  at  the  City  Hall,  not  later  than  one  o’clock 
p.  m.,  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  1894,  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  person  complaining. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  List  of  Voters  in  the  said 
Municipality  shall  be  finally  corrected  and  revised  and 
certified  as  correct  by  the  Mayor  thereof  on  or  before 
the  17th  day  of  December,  1894.

Lists  (1895)  Revision  By-law,  1894,”
